approximately$30,000 was caused by the blaze which started 
when a spark from the fire box beneath the boiler ignited a 
pile of shavings. 


EXTENSION SERVICE 
GIVES MEASURES FOR I 
FIGHTING LEAF WORM 


Measures for fighting the cotton 
leaf worm, which is making an ap­ 
pearance in some counties in the 
state, are pointed out in a communi­ 
cation recently given out from the 
office of T. O. Walton, director of 
the co-operative extension work at 
A. & M. College. The suggestions are 
made by F. L. Thomas, state entomol­ 
ogist. 
"About the middle of July,” Mr. 
Thomas says, "specimens of the cot­ 
ton leaf worm were found along the 
gulf coast in several localities. 
Al­ 
though rather general in these local­ 
ities, the infestation was not heavy 
and later 
reports of 
government 
agents show that 
it was sharply 
checked by drouth. 
The second gen­ 
eration which is very small is now 
laying eggs and the worms may ap 
pear shortly in other section of the 
state. 
"The farmers are advised to keep 
as close watch as possible for the 
first sign of the presence of these 
worms in the cotton fields. 
When 
discovered apply poison immediately 
especially if on late cotton. 
Cal­ 
cium arsenate, 
arsenate of lead or 
Paris green may be used. 
Form ulas Ane Given 
"When applied in dust form, cal­ 
cium arsenate may be used without 
diluting. 
Arsenate of lead may be 
mixed with one-fourth as much hy­ 
drated lime to improve its physical 
qualities, thus permitting this pois­ 
on to be more easily applied. 
It also 
possesses the advantage of adhering 
to the plants for a greater length of 
time. 
Paris green, 
when dusted, 
should be mixed in the proportion of 
one part Paris green, to eight parts 
of hydrated lime. 
Upon being used 
extensively Paris green 
sometimes 
causes sores on the mules. 
This is 
due to the arsenic of Paris green 
becoming dissolved in the perspira­ 
tion of the animal. 
In making the 
above applications for 
cotton leaf 
worm, the well known pole and bag 
method is about as efficient as the 
more expensive dusting machinery. 
‘Where spraying 
is preferred to 
the 
dusting method, 
three-fourths 
pound of calcium 
arsenate or one 
pound of arsenate of lead may be 
used in 60 gallons of water. 
In the 
case of Paris green, one-half pound is 
used to 50 gallons and one-pound of 
rock lime should be added to prevent 
burning the foliage.”

Missions.” 
There is a g reat field 
of work to be done in this S tate in 
adequately taking care of our m en­ 
tally diseased, he stated. 
The public, 
in his statem ent, is charged with in­ 
difference on the m atter of our in­ 
sane people, and this class is suffe r­ 
ing in asylums, where asylums are 
available, and in other places when 
housing facilities of state institutions 
are lacking. 
These people are m en­ 
tally unable to plead fo r themselves. 
Someone must do it fo r them.

Murphy, of Del Rio, wool and mohair 
buyer for S. W. Bridges & Co., Bos­ 
ton, 
“ Before the season was over 
the suits got dingy and often came 
to pieces, and I asked Murphy if I 
wouldn’t get a suit with wool and mo­ 
hair in it that would 
wear better. 
He did. 
“The material as woven 
by

Fhrr Alpaca Company, of Holyoke, 
Mass., and w’as tailored by Hamilton 
Brothers of Houston,” Mr. Murphy 
explained. “ It would retail for $5 oi 
$6 a yard, making

STATE OF TEXAS IS 
GIVEN BRIEFLY BELOW 


To date not a single hunting li­ 
cense has been 
issued by County 
Clerk A. S. McSwain 
for Brazo 
County, though the season opened on 
squirrels some time 
ago and will 
hortly open on doves 
and other 
birds. 
For the benefit of hunters in 
this section, the game laws of Texas, 
as listed on the back of the licenses 
to be issued, is briefed below, tog* 
thor with the two zones, the open 
season on d ifferent classes of game 
and the bag lim its per day and per 
season.

You must not kill, catch, possess 
or ship, at any time during the year,
